Information Disclosure Statement 
The IDS filed 9/10/04 has been considered and placed of record. An initialed 
copy is attached herewith. 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The disclosure should be carefully reviewed to ensure that any and all 
grammatical, idiomatic, and spelling or other minor errors are corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Sullivan et al. (US 6,210,824) in view of a Japanese document (JP 2002-134077). 

Reference '824 discloses a battery having a safety vent for releasing pressure through a 

switch to protect the battery from over-temperature and over-pressure. The sealing 

plate is a diaphragm made of a foil-like material. It is however silent on whether the 

spacing therebetween is filled with resin. Document '077 teaches a resin-filling 

technique for a battery wherein resin is filled in the gap of the casing to reinforce the 

* ■ 

structure of the battery casing. Therefore it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to have filled the spacing around the vent structure with resin to 
increase the rigidity of the casing integrity since the pressure built-up within the battery 
is very potent and deadly to the user.
